NIAGARA FALLS, N Y. (A P )- 
The odds against you ng Rodger 
W’oodward's su rviving his 161-foot 
tu mble down the Horseshoe Falls 
were 100 million to one, 
a state 
engineer says. 
Rodger, 7, was swept over the 
falls Satu rday when a motorboat 
in which he, his sister, and a fam­ 
ily friend were riding capsized in 
the u pper Niagara River. His sis­ 
ter, Deanne, 17, was plu cked from 
the swirling rapids at the brink 
by two New Jersey tou rists. 
The boat’s owner, Jam es Honey­ 
cu tt, 40, of Niagara Falls, was 
missing and presu med drowned. 
The life jacket the boy was 
wearing saved his life, said Roger 
Williams, execu tive secretary and 
chief 
engineer 
of 
the 
Niagara 
Frontier State Parks Commission. 
Rodger landed in a 18 0-foot well 
at the base of the falls. Au thori­ 
ties believe that u nlike the foot of 
the American Falls, the base of 
the Horseshoe Falls is free of fall­ 
en rock. There is no record of 
anyone su rviving a plu nge over 
the American Falls. 
Rodger was in good condition 
Su nday night at Greater Niagara 
General Hospital in Niagara Falls, 
Ont. Dectors said he didn't need 
as mu ch as an aspirin.

Party Furniture Blemishes 


Once the halls are deck ed with 
boughs of holly, denend on it; 
the guests are going to decorate 
the 
furniture

bid—scratches or burns. 


Don’t p anic; 
your home shop 
and the medicine cabinet together 
are p robably stock ed with all the 
m aterials you’ll need to do a re­ 
finishing job on the m ark s left 
by Yuletide jollifications 


White rings left behind by wet 
glasses—either w ater or alcohol 
—can 
be 
cleared 
with 
several 
home remedies. 


Some cigar or cigarette ashes 
from those dirty ash trays should 
be saved. 


Mix 
with 
castor oil 
or light 
lubricating oil, into a p aste. Rub 
the m ixture over the stain, with 
the grain. 
Olive oil - and-vinegar mixture 
is another home remedy for stub­ 
born rings. Stronger cures would 
be 
rottenstone 
or 
p umice, 
but 
these may tak e off some of the 
finish if not used carefully. 


Follow any such treatm ents by 
p olishing and waxing. 


BEFORE TREATING scratched 
furniture surfaces, be certain of 
the typ e of finish you’re treating.
